School Tax Election Tomorrow 


Tomorrow is “D Day” for pro¬ 
ponents of the 55-cent tax in¬ 
crease which is being asked by 
the Board of Education to cover 
such items as immediate build¬ 
ing repairs and additional 
teachers. 

“Passage of the increase for 
the Sierra Madre School Dis¬ 
trict does not mean frills in our 
schools,” Dr. Milton Valois said 
recently. 

“With anticipated increased 
enrollment, four new teachers 
will be necessary this fall and 
salaries should be sufficient to 
attract good teachers. The num¬ 
ber of students in the class¬ 
rooms and the quality of the 
teachers are the most impor¬ 
tant factors in the balance be¬ 
tween teaching and merely 
maintaining order,” Valois 
pointed out. 

■"With 38 to 45 students in a 
room, a teacher can be only a 
sitter. Reserve funds have been 
depleted and continued opera¬ 
tion on the present 90-cent rate 
would mean a reduction of 
present standards,” another 
member of the board said. 

“We find ourselves in the un¬ 
pleasant position of operating 
with depleted reserves because 
we have been living under pre¬ 
dictions and rumors of in¬ 
creased revenue from various 
sources since 1949. Our needs 
are imperative now and we can 
no longer continue on assump¬ 
tions,” Dr. Valois said.

daily attendance), a spokesman 
for the Board stated that the 
guaranteed amount from the 
state* is $120 a year, per A.D.A. 
State apportionment varies, ac¬ 
cording to available state 
funds. Last year’s was $26.34 
after a corrective factor of one- 
half cent had been applied to 
equalization reducing the esti¬ 
mated figure. This deficit fac¬ 
tor was due to growth of state¬ 
wide school population. 

The total last year from the 
state was thus $146.34 per stu¬ 
dent, while cost of education 
was $249.98. The difference be¬ 
tween state aid and cost of 
education is raised by local 
taxation. 

In asking for the increase, 
board members wish to be able 
to present a budget with an 
additional estimated $55,000 at 
the open hearing in August. 
Funds are collected and dis¬ 
bursed through tlie county of¬ 
fice and if an increase is re¬ 
flected from an increase in as¬ 
sessed valuation, state appor¬ 
tionment or any other source, 
it is not necessary to tax to the 
limit. Sierra Madre boards have 
not always used the permitted 
amount. In 1942-43, 78 cents of 
the available 90 was used. 

Now with increased popula¬ 
tion which means increased en¬ 
rollment in the schools, the 
Board is asking you for addi¬ 
tional funds to keep up with 
obligations which growing com¬ 
munities require. Will you give 
them this right?

Death Recalls 
Address Here 

Ex - Governor Frank Finley 
Merriam, who died at his Long 
Boach home Monday night at 
the age of 89, was a former 
resident of Sierra Madre who 
lived here from 1938 to 1941 at 

31 E. Mira Monte. Death was 
attributed to a heart ailment 
aggravated by a complete 
breakdown from old age. 

Still known as "Governor” to 
his many friends, Merriam 
served under that title in Cali¬ 
fornia from June, 1934, at the 
death of Governor James Rolph 
Jr„ until January, 1939. Two 
years ago he recovered from an 
automobile accident in which 
his injuries included a crushed 
chest, six fractured ribs, and a 
broken collar bone. 

Born on a farm near Hop- 
kinton, Iowa, Merriam worked 
his way through college, and 
later entered journalism at 
about the same time that he 
became engaged in politics. 
When illness in the family 
•brought him to California in 
1911 he once again became a 
journalist until he went into 
real estate brokerage in 1920. 

His First wife, Nellie E. Bron¬ 
son-Day of Des Moines, Iowa, 
died in 1931; his second, Mrs. 
Hessie Stewart Lipsey passed 
away in 1948.

SHOTS BEGIN MAY 4 

Next Wednesday Sierra Ma¬ 
dre’s first and second graders 
in city schools will receive their 
first Salk polio vaccine shots, 
according to the schedule set 
by the office of Dr. C. C. Burski, 
health officer of Los Angeles 
county. 

First and second graders in 
the Ascension Parish School 
and St. Rita’s School will re¬ 
ceive their injections on Fri¬ 
day, May 6. 

The second shots will be giv¬ 
en exactly three weeks later, 
May 25, for City Schoolers and ■ 
May 27 for parochial children. 

Parents of children who do 
not come under the age group 
covered by the county plan are 
advised to contact their per¬ 
sonal physician on the dates 
the vaccine will be available 
here. 

The NEWS has received many 
requests on the time the vac¬ 
cine will arrive here and most 
physicians have had no defi¬ 
nite date set, however, by the 
time the NEWS reaches you, 
the time may be clarified. Most 
doctors are making a list of 
children to be called when the 
much requested vaccine arrives. 
Release dates of the vaccine 
for use by private physicians 
has been thoroughly confused 
and that is why it has become 
a “reporter’s nightmare” to at¬ 
tempt to inform the public of 
its status.

Bevington reported that so 
much vandalism had been en¬ 
countered in its operation last 
year that he believed the City 
should give serious study to 
taking the responsobility for 
maintaining the pool again this 
year. He stated that refuse of 
every kind had been dumped 
into the pool and that a $700 
“coke” vending machine was 
deliberately damaged, necessi¬ 
tating costly repairs, and in 
other vending machines large 
quantities of worthless slugs 
were found. 

Decision on whether to un¬ 
dertake the pool’s operation or 
whether to advertise for bids, 
was held over. 

It is highly probable that 
parking along Montecito Court 
will soon be prohibited.

The 
Chamber of Commerce also 
points out the situation pre¬ 
sents a fire hazard. The letter 
was referred to Police Chief 
Gordon McMillan. 

Gasoline Tax Funds 

Frank Lanterman, State As¬ 
semblyman, has informed City 
Administrator Bevington that a 
bill liberalizing the ruling 
which prohibits the use of 
county gasoline tax on streets 
other than main thoroughfares 
is being presented to the Cali¬ 
fornia Legislature and that he 
is working for its passage. He 
has promised to work with 
Sierra Madreans on their prob¬ 
lem of city street improve¬ 
ments, several of which have 
been tabled because of the rul¬ 
ing.

Albert Einstein was rated 
the world's greatest scientist, 
but I remember him as a pipe 
smoker. When Einstein first 
came to California Dr. Robert 
A. Millikan gave me a letter 
of introduction to him, but 
warned me Einstein was very 
shy of reporters. When I pre¬ 
sented the letter, Frau Einstein 
stepped between us, firmly 
told me the doctor had no time 
to see me and would not even 
look at the letter. She seized 
Einstein’s arm and swept him 
away, he waving his hands at 
me in helpless apology but 
saying not a word. 

Anticipating difficulties, I 
had in my pockets a huge 
pipe. I knew a Pasadena friend 
of Einstein had sent him a 
special blend of pipe tobacco, 
put up by a Los Angeles to¬ 
bacconist, for a present, and 
Einstein had later ordered 
more of it, sending the tobac¬ 
conist a note saying he liked 
it very much. The proud tobac¬ 
conist had shown me that note. 
So when all seemed lost I got 
hold of Einstein’s secretary, 
begged her to take Dr. Milli¬ 
kan’s letter to her boss and tell 
him I smoked the same kind 
of tobacco he did, and asked 
only that he permit me to see 
him while we smoked one pipe 
together. After some delay she 
beckoned me to follow, led me 
to an unused upstairs room in 
the Athenaeum at Caltech in 
which two stiff chairs were the 
only furniture, whispered to 
me to sit there and Dr. Einstein 
would be in in a moment. It 
was all hush-hush and conspir¬ 
atorial. 

Einstein came in puffing his 
pipe. When he saw mine he 
threw back his ‘ head and 
laughed. 

“One pipe?” he said. “That 
holds as much as three!” 

“I thought you spoke very 
little English,” I said, trying 
to change the subject quickly. 

“I say that to scare off you 
reporters,” he chuckled. “Few 
of you can speak German.” 

The late Crombie Allen, own¬ 
er of the Ontario Daily Report, 
had visited Einstein in Berlin 
and had told me of hs earnest 
ideas about world peace. I told 
Einstein I had been wishing to 
meet him ever since Allen had 
told me of those ideas. 

Well, my interview with the 
great scientist lasted more than 
an hour. But I never would 
have got to see him, I suspect, 
if I hadn’t approached him as 
a fellow pipe smoker.

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Another reason the story 
traveled so far in print and 
photographs was because one 
of the exhibit judges who had 
chosen Bernard’s unsigned 
painting for the $100 first prize 
was Arthur Millier, art critic 
for the Los Angeles Times. 

The situation, naturally, was 
embarrassing to the adminis¬ 
trative heads of the college, but 
Artist Wynne was not inclined 
to gloat. He felt sorry for the 
teacher. The exact opposite of 
a publicity seeker, he is the 
reserved, pipe-smoking type 
who hardly says a word even 
if the roof falls in. 

Bernard was born in Indian¬ 
apolis, Indiana, but he and his 
brother, who now is Dr. Thom¬ 
as A. Wynne, were brought to 
California by their parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. Leslie B. Wynne, in 
1926. All of them have lived in 
Sierra Madre since 1927, which 
helps to explain why Bernard 
at 14 began studying with Art¬ 
ist Alfred James Dewey who is 
so well known here. Dewey’s 
landscape class previously had 
been limited to adults—one of 
whom was Catherine Wynne, 
Bernard’s mother who had been 
painting since before her mar¬ 
riage—but when Alfred Dewey 
saw Bernard’s work he knew 
he had found a young artist 
who was exceptionally gifted. 

Other art studies included 
two summer courses at Clare¬ 
mont and his work under the 
direction of Ejnar Hansen at 
the Pasadena Museum of Art 
where he later won a scholar- 
ssip. When World War II in¬ 
terrupted, Bernard served in 
the Army with the Aviation En¬ 
gineers as a camouflage artist 
in the South Pacific for two 
and one-half years.

Council of Sierra Madre, which 
is composed of citizens and 
taxpayers who are working for 


the betterment of our schools, 
believes that the views ex¬ 
pressed are not based on a 
realistic appraisal of the facts 
and problems that exist and so 
tend to confuse the issue. 

Members of the ERC attend¬ 
ed the meetings of the Sierra 
Madre School Board at which 
the budgetary problems were 
studied and the amount of the 
proposed tax increase was set. 
The basic fact is that the Dis¬ 
trict must have an additional

$55,000 per year to maintain 
and operate the school system. 

We of the ERC believe that 
the Board properly based the 
proposed tax increase on the 
present known assessed valua¬ 
tion of the District and not on 
a group of assumptions of 
what might be expected in the 
way of increased valuation re¬ 
sulting from rezoning, new in¬ 
dustry, or reappraisal. The 
problem of securing sufficient 
funds to operate the school 
district exists now, not in 1958, 
when the school building will 
be paid for. Or in some other 
year when growth, rezoning, or 
reappraisal may have increased 
the District’s tax base. 

Another fact that we believe 
should be emphasized is that 
even though the maximum tax 
rate is increased to $1.45 per 
$100 assessed valuation, the 
School Board is morally obli¬ 
gated to levy only that portion 
which is necessary to meet its 
responsibility to operate a good 
school system. 

We of the ERC, in urging the 
approval of the proposed tax 
increase, do not believe that 
the voters would be handing a 
blank check to a group of un¬ 
wise or irresponsible people.

■fhe writer of this letter hap¬ 
pens to believe that the most 
important natural resource the 
United States has is its chil¬ 
dren. It is her firm conviction 
that the future course of the 
free world may well hinge on 
the caliber of education given 
to American children today. 

Tomorrow the citizens of Sier¬ 
ra Madre will have the oppor¬ 
tunity of deciding whether 
there will be a school tax raise 
or not and it is an important 
decision. 

After most sober considera¬ 
tion and thought the school 
authorities and the School 
Board have come to the conclu¬ 
sion they must ask for this tax 
increase to cover the essentials 
of running the school system. 
The majority of the districts 
in Los Angeles have already 
asked, or are asking, for an 
increase in their tax rates and 
what is being asked in Sierra 
Madre will only cover the bare 
essentials of running and main¬ 
taining the school, such as re¬ 
pairing the roof of the mam 
building which leaks badly, 
rewiring of the electrical sys- 
tern to conform to state and 
local electrical codes and bring¬ 
ing classroom lighting up to 
minimum standards, a vented 


forced air system, and some c 
repairs to other equipment. t 

The tax increase would also h 
cover restoration of services I 
considered fundamental to t 
good education, such as an art s 
teacher and a teacher to help i 
the children who have reading t 
problems. The large majority c 
of the children in the Sierra p 
Madre City schools are reading t 
with great facility but there c 
are some with special reading 
problems and these children < 
need help. 

The administrative staff ana i 
teachers are all now doing r 
some clerical work and in order r 
to release them for their more t 
important duties it is hoped 
to add another clerk in the ( 

office. < 

Sierra Madre has a very ad- ; 
vantageous contract with Pasa- < 
dena with respect to the edu- j 
eating of our junior high school 
students: where it actually , 
costs Pasadena $302 a year per 
junior high pupil, we are only 
paying $249 a year per child 
to Pasadena, which is what it 
costs Sierra Madre to educate 
its elementary students. So, in 
effect, we are paying none of 
the increased costs of junior 
high education, such as shops, 
laboratories, etc. 

However, the number of chil¬ 
dren from the Sierra Madre 
City School and from the two 
parochial schools going into 
junior high school in Pasadena 
is increasing vastly and this 
annual increase in tuition is 
among the needs that must be 
met. The state pays around 
$120 a year for each pupil our 
town must educate; this figure 
may vary from year to year, 
depending on the amount oi 
money at the disposal of the 
state and its apportionment 
among all the California 
schools. 

The budget has been pared 
down to the lowest point com¬ 
mensurate with good educa¬ 
tion; it does not include any 
frills or luxuries. It does not 
even include, sadly, from the 
point of view of this writer, 
provision for a school library. 
There is nothing being asked 
for in the tax increase which 
is above the minimum level of 
going educational standards. 

The tax would mean a tax 
increase of $16.50 a year for 
the owner of a home whose 
market value is $10,000. The 
; present school tax rate of 9o 
cents in Sierra Madre is among 
the lowest in the county per¬ 
haps the lowest—and if it does 
not pass it will mean, in effect, 
a curtailment of 24% of the? 
services given to the school 
' children—1955’s* estimated rev- 

1 enue being $228,000 and the 

’ school authorities figuring $55,- 

j 000 more is needed to maintain 

. a good educational standard. 

0 What woud happen if the in- 
ri crease does not pass? What 


cuts would have to be made? 
This writer foresees that at 
least two, or more, of the fol¬ 
lowing would have to happen: 
the bus service to and from the 
schools would have to be elim¬ 
inated; classrooms might have 
to carry a load of up to 45 chil¬ 
dren per teacher; school would 
go on double sessions; essen¬ 
tial repairs would just not get 
done. 

The request for this tax in¬ 
crease has come after profound 
thought and many, many long 
hours of work on the part of a 
most conscientious school ad¬ 
ministration and a selfless and 
devoted School Board. 


The voters of Sierra Madre 
can do no less than give the 
decision of the administration 
and the School Board grave 
consideration. The vote concerns 
future citizens of this town who 
will, of course, also be future 
citizens of the United States In 
a world which will probably 
still be engaged in a vital 
struggle for the freedom of all 
mankind. Will these students 
get the education they need to 
equip them for the roles of in¬ 
telligent mature citizenship 
they should play in the future? 

If the voters are really inter¬ 
ested in the instruments of de¬ 
mocracy, which are the people 
of this country, it seems to this 
writer they must give the chil¬ 
dren of Sierra Madre an oppor¬ 
tunity for a good education, 
and thus vote “YES” on the 
school tax increase tomorrow.

To the Editor: 

Tomorrow we have a school 
tax increase election. It is a 
tax we would rather do with¬ 
out. BUT, it is an increase we 
must approve. 

The School Board has been 
remarkably conservative in its 
request, to avoid undue hard¬ 
ship. Ample opportunity for 
open public discussion was 
provided before the final deci¬ 
sion was made. Public interest 
was absent—shockingly absent 
—beforehand. 

Having made that decision, 
the School Board has since 
published in full detail the 
reasons for the needed in¬ 
crease. One more reason for 
approval is that we must en¬ 
able the school system to pro¬ 
vide the best possible educa¬ 
tion for the children we love. 
Within the school system, the 
will to provide is there. Full 
community moral and finan¬ 
cial cupport to enable them to 
do so is not. 


California's educational sys¬ 
tem is at the top nationally. It 
has not been an easy success, 
nor an accidental one. It has 
been the result of constant 
inch-by-inch, sometimes tooth- 
and-nail, almost bloody uphill 
fight. 

I attended California schools 
from kindergarten through col¬ 
lege. I saw my mother give an 
extraordinary amount of time 
and effort toward better school¬ 
ing. I saw my teachers giving 
many, many extra hours in an 
area infinitely more difficult 
than Sierra. Madre. I also saw 
apathetic citizens who abdi¬ 
cated their responsibilities to 
their children, who turned their 
children over to the schools 
and then refused their support, 


while acidly criticizing the 
children for their behavior and 
the schools for doing a poor 
job. 

Now I see the whole thing 
all over again—a few contin¬ 
uing the struggle—the commu¬ 
nity giving signs of apathy or 
obstinate obstruction. Do we 
really prefer poorly educated 
children, increased juvenile 
delinquency, higher taxes for 
policing and jailing needs, be¬ 
cause we deny the means for a 
positive approach? 

I think not. 

Instead, we must find the 
way to provide the financial 
means. We must give our 
wholehearted support and 
change our criticism to con¬ 
structive cooperation. We must 
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forget our personal petty prej¬ 
udices. We must approve the 
tax increase. 

We cannot let our children 
(or granchilren) down. We 
cannot let Sierra Madre down.
